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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-5,7-16, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Forbes (623,468). 

Forbes (623,468) discloses a storage device comprising a base (A,B) having a tool tray 
portion having one tool receiving opening (Fig. 2), and storage bin portion (A or B) 
having at least one compartment; at least one removable and threaded pedestal (S); at 
least one member (C), which can be considered as one hanger, connected to the 
pedestal. It is pointed out that Forbes discloses all the structural limitations while the 
intended use (i.e. for use with a cable connected to at least a portion of an elevated 
structure) is not patentably significant. 

Re claim 5, one accessory hook (w) connected to the base (A,B). 

Re claims 11,12, and 19, the removable member (F), which can be considered as a liner 

connected to the hanger (C). 

Re claims 13-15, a handle (E) is connected to both of the pedestals (S,S) and a loop 
(below the handle) is connected to the handle. 


3. Claims 1-5,7-1 1,1 3-1 6,and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Judge (1,552,856). 
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Judge (1 ,552,856) discloses a storage device comprising a base (4) having a tool tray 

portion having one tool receiving opening (5), and storage bin portion (6) having at least 

one compartment; at least one removable pedestal (20,21 ) threadedly connected to a 

handle by a threaded bolt (27); at least one hanger (23) (quick release) connected to the 

pedestal (20,21 ). It is pointed out that Judge (1 ,552,856) discloses all the structural 

limitations while the intended use {i.e. for use with a cable connected to at least a portion 

of an elevated structure) is not patentably significant. 

Re claim 5, one accessory hook (28) connected to the base (4). 

Re claim 9, a washer (Fig. 2), which can be considered as a loop, connected to the 

pedestal (20,21). 

Re claims 1 1 and 19, an opening (24), which can be considered as a liner, connected to 
a portion of the hanger (23) which engaged. 

Re claims 13-16 and 20, a handle (17,14) is connected to both of the pedestals (20,21) 
and a loop (one of 15 or 16) is connected to the handle. 


4. Claims 1-9, and 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kearney (1,928,594). 

Kearney (1 ,928,594) discloses a storage device comprising a base (16 or 20) having a 
tool tray portion having one tool receiving opening (Figs. 1 and 2), and storage bin 
portion having at least one compartment; at least one removable and threaded pedestal 
(S); at least one member (1 1 ), which can be considered as one hanger, connected to the 
pedestal. It is pointed out that the reference discloses all the structural limitations while 
the intended use {i.e. for use with a cable connected to at least a portion of an elevated 
stmcture) is not patentably significant. 
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Re claim 5, one accessory hook (25) connected to the base (20). 

Re claims 6 and 17, a first portion of the hinged (28) pedestal and a second portion of 

the hinged (28) pedestal are connected as shown in figure 6. 

Re claims 7 and 8, the pedestal (connection by bolt 21) is threadedly removable as 

shown in figure 2. 

Re claim 9, a loop (40) is connected to the pedestal. 

Re claims 13 and 14, a handle (19) with a loop at its end, is connected to both of the 
pedestals (10). 


5. Claims 1-5,9-16,19, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hastings (4,294,348). 

Hastings (4,294,348) discloses a storage device comprising a base (12,32) having a tool 
tray portion having one tool receiving opening (Figs. 1 and 2), and storage bin portion 
having at least one compartment; at least one pedestal (24); at least one hanger (36) 
connected to the pedestal; a liner (40) connected to the hanger (36). It is pointed out 
that the reference discloses all the structural limitations while the intended use (i.e. for 
use with a cable connected to at least a portion of an elevated structure) is not 
patentably significant. 

Re claim 5, one accessory hook (40) connected to the base (32). 

Re claim 9, a loop (38) is connected to the pedestal via hanger (36). 

Re claims 13 and 14, a handle (28) is connected to both of the pedestals (24). 

Re claim 15, a substantially loop (formed at the upper) being connected to the handle 

(see Figs. 1 and 2). 
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6. Claims 1-5,13-16, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Abrams (3,966,103). 

Abrams (3,966,103) discloses a storage device comprising a base (13,21) having a tool 
tray portion having one tool receiving opening (Figs. 1 and 2), and storage bin portion 
having at least one compartment; at least one pedestal (22); at least one hanger (32) 
connected to the pedestal; and a handle (31 ) with a hook or loop. It is pointed out that 
the reference discloses all the structural limitations while the intended use (i.e. for use 
with a cable connected to at least a portion of an elevated structure) is not patentably 
significant. 

Re claim 5, one accessory hook (18) connected to the base (32). 
Re claim 9, a loop (38) is connected to the pedestal via hanger (36). 
Re claims 13 and 14, a handle (28) is connected to both of the pedestals (24).
